Things to Avoid and Things to Look for 
in Buying a Home 



Be sure the house is placed upon the property so that all surface water 
drains away from the building. 

There are so many inferior kinds of paint on the market it is well 
to examine this very carefully. 

The foundation should be laid in Portland cement mortar. 

An iron eye beam and iron posts in the basement are better than the 
old-fashioned wood girder and 6x6 posts because it eliminates shrinkage 

The basement floor should be 3 1-2 inches thick of Portland cement 
and sand and gravel mixed one to five and sloped to a floor drain. 

The floor joists should be spaced 16 inches apart and should be 2x1 0's 
if the span is greater than 12 feet. 

A good house should have some kind of insulation. It is very neces- 
sary that the electric wiring be installed according to the latest rules of 
the Fire Underwriters. Avoid an ash pit with wood partitions. The 
ceilings of the coal bin should be plastered. 

A very deserving item is the hardware. This can be determined with 
an ordinary magnet. If it is bronze the magnet will have no effect. If 
it is cheap pressed steel the magnet will cling to it. A good house has 
nothing but wrought bronze hardware in the principal rooms. 

With an ordinary straight edge one can examine the plastering to 
see if it is straight and true. If there is a hollow place under the straight 
edge this shows that the plasterer has tried to save material between the 
openings and the corners of the room. 

The floors throughout the house should be a good quality oak and 
should not show any blue or knotty boards. If there is an attic it should 
be floored with either 1x6 flooring or 1x8 shiplap. 

The roof rafters should never be more than 16 inches apart and may 
be 2x4 unless the covering of the roof is tile when the rafters should be 
2x6. You will often see in an attic that the roof boards are spaced 1 1-2 
inches apart. This is frequently done where wood shingles are used and 
is considered good construction as it adds life to the shingles. 

A point to consider in buying the home is the roof covering. If it is 
of wood shingles they should be vertical grain shingles and known as 
5x2; that is — the thickness at the butt of five shingles laid one on top 
of the other would be 2 inches. A cheaper grade of shingles on the market 
measures six shingles to 2 inches thick and often manufactured of flat 
grained wood and won't last on any house over seven to ten years while 
the better grade of vertical grained shingle has been known to last hun- 
dreds of years. 

In buying a home it would be well to consult an architect and have 
him make a thorough inspection of the building.

Somewhat unusual is Hazelmere, but in all respects a most de- 
lightfully arranged and beautiful bungalow. Front entrance is from 
the pergola style of porch into a commodious beamed living room. 
The living room opens into a hall which connects the two bedrooms, 
separated by the bath room. The airy dining room is practically a 
continuation of the living room, and the kitchen has side entrance 
through an entry from which the basement stairs also open. A large 
sleeping porch at the back, is reached through double doors from 
dining room or the single door from kitchen.

Here is a cosy "vine-clad cot," a real bungalow of the California 
type, with an aspect of cool delightfulness, charming in design and 
having surprising adaptability. The cool pergola with its roof of 
clinging creeper, the beamed ceiling of the living room, the great fire- 
place, combined with the low, broadspreading eaves, and the big 
bright windows, gives Hazelmere a dignified loveliness equalled only 
by the quality of the material which is involved in its construction 
Hazelmere is, indeed, a most captivating design, and not expensive.

Seven delightful rooms and all appurtenances and built-in con- 
veniences makes Carlsbad a most complete and satisfactory home 
inside, as it is so splendidly genteel on the outside. The porch is a 
real one across the entire front, with wide, easy steps leading up to 
it. Opening into a spacious living room with its great fireplace and 
beam-panelled ceiling. The dining room is almost a continuation 
of the living room, and beyond this is the sun room. A built-in 
buffet in the dining room is a desirable feature. Kitchen, breakfast 
room complete the first floor, with stairway and easy double landing 
to hall, three bed rooms and bath above. The arrangement is simple 
and space-saving without sacrificing convenience or appearance.
